DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach nor properly disclose the limitations of the independent claims of the 
instant application 

The closest prior art are U.S. Patent No. 5,953,322 (Kimball) and 5,953,407 
(Zhang et al.). Kimball teaches an audio input/output unit (Col. 5, lines 21-30); a switch 
unit (Col. 3, line 60 - Col. 4, line 4 and Col. 5, lines 10-20. Zhang t et al. teach varies 
other limitations, but neither references teach a connection unit as described in the 
independent claims.
